THE CHINESE TRADERS aT 
OSAKA. - 


Wo '‘leariifrom: an Osaka contemporary 
that the. Cantonese ‘imerchants.‘at Oaska. 
recently proposed to withdraw.to Kobe.. 
This is said to havo greatly alarmed. the 
Osaka morchanta having dealings with 
them, and the Chinese mershants almoat 
succumbed to'the persuasive eloqrience -of 
the Japanese dealers who wanted them to 
romain. According to the Osaka Mainichi, 
the reasons given by the Chinese for pro 

ing to withdraw.to- Kobo are these -— 
The Chinese merchants import rice, raw 
cotton. and other, sce aon Chins, aud 
export marine uce from Usa! They 
have offices at Rabe, and branches at Osaka 
for the convenience of business, but exper- 
ience shows that the rice imported by tho the 
Chinése merchants is generally sok 
Kiushu, Shikoku and Okinawa, only 5 otal 
n being sent to distriste east of Osaka. 
Pesce they mise that it would be more 
convenient to zoll Tice direct from Kobe and 
dispense with the services of Osaka middle- 
men, They propose to take a similar course 
in the purchase of marine produce, which 


chicfly comes from Kiushu or Shikoku. | 


The expenses of maintaining branch offices 
at Osaka, aa well as the lighterage from 
Kobe and sundry other charges, Ww will bo 
saved. Moroover it is custom 
for Chinese merohants to allow a discount 
of one per cont. from the port of shipment 
to the port of landing to cover trifling 
damage. Tho goods will now bo shipped 
to Kobe only, and all tho damage which 
may be. done to goods in transport from 
Kobe to Osaka must be borne by the 
buyers. ‘The Osaks paper adds that over 
500 poor men and women, —cargo coolics, 
labourers engaged i in repacking, dryin au 
cleaning of marine produce,—are emplo: 
by the Chinese merchants, and whon 2 
withdraw these people will be thrown out 
of employment. 
Only a few wooks ago one of the Osaka 
pers was bewailing the’ fact that the 
hint had not been ousted from Ossks 
energetic Japanese men of business |— 
ee Ohronicle.
